OF TURKISH STRAITS 


America to Have Favored Na- 
tion Treatment Without 
Signing the Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

LAUSANNE, July 28.——-The Amer- 
ican and Turkish experts reached an 
agreement tonight whereby the 
Inited States receives the most fa- 
vored nation treatment concerning 
the freedom of the straits for mer- 
chantmen and warships. The Unit- 
ed States, without signing the straits 
convention, will receive all privi- 
leges. 

Also it will be restricted by all 
IUmitations imposed by that conven- 
tion, which gives each signatory 
power the right to maintain three 
warships, not exceeding 10,000 tons 
each in the Straits. There is a sub- 
stituting privilege, that each Power 
may have as many ships there as 
are possessed by any country bor- 
dering on the Black Sea. This, of 
course, includes Russia, which had 
decided to adhere to the _ Straits 
treaty. 

The clause in the Turco-American 
treaty covering these questions does 
not go into details of the regula- 


tions code set forth in the straits 
convention, but refera to them in 
blanket form. 

Another tmportant metter agreed 
upon tonight was that concerning 
the collection of taxes on American 
companies and American individuals 
resident in Turkey. A declaration 
in the treaty will apply the provi- 
sions contained in the allies treaty.

The teeth of the Missouri anti- 
trust law——to use an expression ap- 
pearing in the decision itself—were 
sunk into 19 St. Louls and St. Louis 
County lumber companies by the 


State Supreme Court yesterday. The 


court en banc, five members con- 
curring fully, entered a judgment 
of ouster from their right to do 
business in the State, and fines 
amounting to $96,000, against the 
companies, for price-fixing and 
combination in restraint of trade. 
Dissolution of the St. Louls Lum- 
ber Trade Exchange, the agency 
through which the companies car- 


ried on their combined activities, 
was ordered by the court. 

The ouster of the companies is 
unconditional, the court having 
tried the parole plan in a similar 
case almost 10 years ago, when some 
lumber companies were permitted 
to remain in the State upon pay- 
ment of their fines. The present 
fines, which are much smaller than 
the Attorney-General asked the 
court to impose, can be collected from 
the property of the companies. 

Other Antitrust Cases. 

This decision is the first fruit of 
the quo warranto proceedings filed 
by Attorney-General Barrett in July, 
1921, against members of the 8t. 
Louis Lumber Trade Exchange, the 
St. Louls Planing Mill Men’s Asso- 
ciation and the St. Louis Bulldip 
Material Dealers’ Association. A 
these proceedings resulted from 
news articles on the building ma- 
terial price situation, printed by the 
Post-Dispatch early in 1921. 

The evidence in the lumber case 
has been before the court for a 
year, and the issues involved have 
been thoroughly discussed by the 
Judges. In the discussion, senti- 
ment developed among the Judges 
for an absolute ouster, and the 
opinion to that effect, written by 
Judge David C. Blair, has the fuil 
concurrence of Judges Woodson, 
Graves, Walker and Ragland. Judge 
James T. Blair concurred except as 
to the unconditional ouster, as he 
favored another trial of the parole 
plan. Judge White, who was not in 
Jefferson City yesterday, did not 
participate in the decree. 

Effect of Court’s Decision. ) 

The effect of the court's decision, 
unless modified. or stayed pending 
an appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court, will be to compel the 
19 companies to liquidate, as the 
terms of the decree forbid them 
from continuing to do business in 
Missourt, The decree does not for+ 
bid the stockholders of com- 
panies to form new companies, ob- 
tain new charters and purchase the 
business of the ousted concerns.

Statute on Kestraint of Trade. 

“*The statute condemns every di- 
rect restraint of trade, great or 
small. It closes the only door 
through which doubts as to its con- 
struction could enter, by positively 
prohibiting defined combinations 
without regard to wh..t courts may 
thihk as to the extent of their ef- 
fect. The Legislature saw fit to or- 
dain that competition, and not com- 
bination, should obtain in business 
in the State. As long as it moves in 
its constitutional orbit, the judgement 
of the Legislature is final, and the 
wisdom of its “enactments not open 
to question in the courts.’ ”’ 

Judge D. C. Blair’s Ideas. 


Judge D. C. Blair, having quoted 
Judge J. T. Blair as to the “rule of 
reason,’” proceeds to give his own 
ideas on this subject, as follows:

“Letter of Law Violated.” 

In fixing the amount of the fines, 
Judge Blair said that he had taken 
consideration the financial 
amount of business done 
of participation in the 
exchange, of the-~ various member 
He declared, in the final 
paragraph of the opinion, that al- 
though the offenders had frequently 
consulted attorneys of high repute, 
they apparently had done so in an 


the direction of restraining trade 
and controlling the retail lumber 
business in St. Louis and immediate 
vicinity, without subjecting them- 
Selves to prosecution under the anti- 
trust statute. “That they did this 
to avoid violating the letter of the 
law, while undertaking to violate its 
Spirit, seems clear,” the court says. 
“They may not have intended to vio- 
the letter of the law, but what- 


violated not only the spirit of the 
law, but its letter as well.”’ 
The money from the fines, under 
laws, will go into the genera! 
revenue fund of the State. 
Barrett May Get Fee 
The anti-trust statute provides 
that, tn prosecutions of this charac- 
ter, where fines are imposed on cor- 
the Supreme Court may 
allow the Attorney-General a _ fee 
of the fines.

Under the rules of the Supreme 
Court the companies may within 10 
days file a motion for a rehearing

J. J. Jakowsky, a mechanical

Pittsburg has been promised by the 
|Department of Commerce in the 
new radio experiments. 
| Some months ago preliminary ra- 
dio experiments in sending and re- 
ceiving underground at the Bruceton 
mine were conducted with partial 
success. In reporting on the matter 
the Bureau of Mines stated that the 
| experiments consisted in receiving 
signals from without the mine by 
means of a receiver located inside 
_the mine, and in sending and receiv- 
ing messages underground through 
‘the strata. It was found that with 
a receiving instrument set at a point 
100 feet underground, signals from 
Pa., could be heard directly at a dis- 
could be heard distinctly at a dis- 
tance of about 18 miles from the 
experimental mine. In sending 
waves underground a 20-watt trans- 
mitter was used in such @ manner 
as to send out cantinuous waves of 
200 to 800 meters length. On ac- 
'count of the limited time no attempt 
| was made to modify the apparatus 
in such a manner as to produce 
waves of greater length. It was 
>found that signals could be heard 
distinctly through 60 feet of coal 
strata, but that the audibility fell 
off rapidly as this distance was in- 
creased. In all experiments a ver- 
tical antennae was found to give the 
better results. The horizontal an- 
tennae gave practically no reception. 
A loop of a single turn was used 
with fair results. All these experi- 
ments were tried with a wave length 
of 200 to 800 meters, except the 
reception from K D K A, which was 
360 meters. 

In conclusion the report stated: 

“The present preliminary experi. 
ments, while unsuccessful in indicat- 
ing any practical method of using 
wireless waves for underground 
communications, nevertheless indi- 
cate clearly that electromagnetic 
waves may be made to. travel

the footsteps of his father, a man of brutal 
amours, holding nothing sacred, respecting no 
law, pilfering his neighbors’ chattels. 

One son was born out of wedlock, but was 
acknowledged. Another son, of another mother, 
born during an interval of separation, he sought 
to repudiate, but for the testimony he gave, in 
divorce proceedings, he was convicted of per- 
jury. 

Mrs. Martha Whitehouse, a widow, with a 
son and daughter, was Marion Asbell’s second 
wife. They were married in 1894, and Asbell 
took her and her 15-year-old daughter, Maggie, 
to the Asbell farm to live. He disliked her son, 
Carson, 13 years old, and stipulated that the 
mother should make ‘arrangements for his 
bringing-up elsewheré.' Sometimes, though, 
Carson came to the Asbell home and his mother 
was reluctant to send him away. 

Carson was there on the morning of Jan. 
29, 1896, a year after the death of Frank As- 
bell’s wife. He did not stay long. Marion drove 
him away. His mother, powerless to interpose, 
waved to him as he went sulkily down the 
hedge-bordered lane. 

Mrs. Asbell wanted to gototown. She asked 
her husband for a horse and buggy. He may 
have thought that she wanted to follow the boy. 
Anyway, he harshly refused. He hitched up 
for her daughter, Maggie, though, to drive to a 
neighbor's for milk. He said he was going 
across the creek to do some grubbing. 

When Maggie returned she found the Asbell 
baby, Frank, 11 months old, penned in a cor- 
ner of the living room behind a barricade of 
trunk and sewing machine, hoarse with crying. 
Mrs. Asbell was not there. The girl called Ma- 
rion and he came. 
inquired. None of them had seen his wife.

He affected to believe that she had left him. 
They had dinner. Afterward some neighbors 
came and somebody suggested that they lock iu 
the cellar.

Her 
husband's long-barreled pistol was lying near 
her right hand. 

Neighbors knew that Asbell’s wife had reas- 
on enough to wish to die, but they doubted 
whether she had killed herself.

In the case of the 
old man it was because of the violence of his 
temper and the supposition that Mrs. Asbell 
had threatened to cause Marion trouble because 
o* his treatment of her daughter.

| FTER piling up a fortune for the publishers who distributed his dime thrillers by the 


giory, Tom C. Harbaugh, dreamer, sentim ental poet and prolific writer of thunderous fic- 
tien, has gone to the Poorhouse, there to achieve in the last chapter of his life a finish less heroic 
than any he was wont to devise for the characters of his imagination. 


Like Nick Carter (Col. Frederick Van Rens- 
selaer Dey), who was about his only rival 
when it came to turning out stirring detective 
stories with machine-like speed, Harbaugh 
lived bis life in a perpetual dream. The events 
and the people of his fancy were real to him 
abd he was a participant in their adventures. 
The money that rolled in to him as each 
week another exciting tale was added to 
Beadie’s Dime Library, Beadle’s Half-Dime 
Library or Capt. Collier's Library meant little 
te him for its own sake, and he never troubled 
about saving it. Always there was that fertile 
imagination to fall back upon when the bank 
account needed bolstering. 

But at 74 the imagination fails to respond 
with its old-time alacrity to the calls of ne- 
cossity. Old age has found him as it found 
the famous Nick Carter some 15 months ago— 
burned out and ‘“‘broke.”’

I know the right man, in case a new 
boss should be wanted, diligent, honest and 
Plucky. Never drinks, but can be taught.’’ 

Dozens of other letters also had their pe- 
cullar appeal, but had been impaired in value 
somewhat by the loss of the signatures, which 
Harbaugh had cut out for autographs. Most 
of these missives acknowledged the pleasure 
their writers had experienced in reading his 
exciting tales or his sentimental poems, which 
came out in reams following the Civil War. 
It is said that every General of both the Union 
and Confederate armies at some time commu-

Teachers 
were alert and had their suspicions 
about diligent geography students in the days 
when the stories of Tom Harbaugh and Nick 
Carter were the rage. Those tales of war, In- 
dian fighting and frontier adventure in that 
time filled the place now usurped by the sen- 
sational and many there are among the 
old-timers who declare that they filled it bet- 
ter. The schoolboy of three decades ago looks 
back fondly on the hours of pleasure, stolen 
though it was sometimes, that came with each 
new volume from Harbaugh’s busy pen. 
Whether the blood-and-thunder dime novel 
deserved all the condemnation it got im the 
war against such fiction is disputed, but there 
is no question but that it had a place in 
American literature unmatched for popular 
appeal. In this day, one of Har- 
baugh's books can scarcely be found. Inquiry 
at bookstores brings only the doleful response 
that “they would sell at a big premium if we 
could only get them." Only perhaps in dusty 
and deserted attics can we now come upon 
such ‘volumes as “‘Richard Redfire, the Two 
Worlds’ Detective:~ “Judge Lynch Jr... or the 
Boy Vigilante:” “True Bive, or the Union 
Scout of Tennessee:'’.““‘The White Squadron;”’ 
“Night Fox, the Scousge, or the Firebranés of

His contributions to the War Library won him commendation from um- 


reforms and except for the satire he wrote 
for the Gossip Club, a weekly column of the 
New York Dispatch, he. never resorted to 
pointed comment. On the other hand, in the 
thousands of poems that he penned-——-and bie 
scrap books show that there literally were 
thousands——he invariably directed his appeal 
to the hearts of his readers. His fiction 
abounded in deeds of soldier daring, but his 
verse was always tender, sympathetic and re- 
flective. 
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Wrote More Than 150 Novels | 
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During Harbaugh's career more than 150 
novels ranging in length from 756,000 to 160,- 
000 words came flying from his pen, and he 
seldom devoted more than a month t0 tlie 
writing of any one of them. Besides these. 
there were scores of shorter tales which ap 
peared from time to time in such pertodical 
as .the Fireside Companion, the Saturda 
Night, Collier's Weekly, Sunday Journal an 
others. Virtually every magazine that accep! . 
ed sensational fiction bought his stories an 
when his reputation became established ther: 
was a demand for everything he wrote. A 
for his method, no man could write wiil 
greater facility or speed. He rarely pausen 
for an idea or word and never copied a story. 
but always sent the original draft, even in 
the days before the typewriting machine 
Readers for the periodicals which bought hi» 
work often declared that Harbaugh’s manu 
scripts were invariably the most legible that 
they handled and that reams of them went 
through their hands without having a word 
erased or changed. 


In all his tales of war, Indian fighting and 
criminal stalking involving settings in every 
part of the world, Harbaugh drew solely upon 
his imagination, elaborating on ideas that he 
found in histories. He never visited an Indias 
tribe and never interviewed a police officer, 
yet when it came to picturiug their exploits he 
found no trouble in framing his narrative faat- 
er than he could write. 


What Need Had He of Facts? 


When anybody asked him why he did not 
try to get some real facts, his favorite repiy 
was, “I can't write fast enough to get om pa- 
per what comes into my mind as itis. Why 
should I clutter up my imagination with stuff 
that the newspapers print every day? The 
reason my stories are popular is because they 
never happened and 99 out of 100 could nee 
happen.” 

This prodigioug capacity. of course, brought 
him a comfortable income during the period 
of his activity, but his return was far out of) 
proportion with the enormous profits his stao-. 
ries reaped for his publishers. Beadle &. 
Adams of 98 Williams street, New York, whose. 
publications reached the height of their popu- 
larity through Harbaugh's fiction, issued regu- 
larly 100,000 eopies a week of his novels, yet 
they only paid him an average of around $166 
apiece for them. Though one series of tales 
ran into 135 editions, $150 was the higheat 
price he ever received for a story. For the. 
first accepted by Beadle & Adams he got

rate appeared chiefly in Beadle’s Dime Library 
and Beadie’s Half-Dime Library. The Capr 
Collier Library, published by Munro, New, 
York, also took scores of his stories after Mar- 
baugh had created the detective who rivaled.

Morton Baruch, whose noteworthy accomplisiments 
in the scientific field have won for him the title of 
“Edison of the West.” pr.

power. In the nose of the torpedo are four Helmholtz 
resonators. These are hollow devices which may 


be so adjusted that they will vibrate in tune with 
certain sounds and at the same time amplify them. 
The operator, by the use of sensitive telephones, 
locates the noise of a plane and sets the resonators to 
respond to that particular sound. At the end of each 
r-sonator there is placed a small metal diaphragm 
which is caused to vibrate at the frequency for which 
the resonator is set. When a diaphragm is actuated 
it causes electric contact to be made. This contact 
closes an electric circuit, which in turn controls the 
guiding fins, or rudders, on the tail. Each one of 
the resonators causes a certain movement of the 
rudder to be made, so that the device can be sent 
to any point of the compass or up and down when it 
receives the proper impulse. If the sound originates 
to the right of the device, the resonator closest to 
the sound functions, and the machine will swerve 
sharply in the direction from which the sound comes. 
In such a case the other resonators would be more 
or less ineffective. They would only b? thrown into 
operation when the direction of the sound would 
change. When the device is aiming straight at its 
mark all four resonators are actuated and the rud- 
der, ar steering device remains in a neutral position.

pointed upward at its mark. A trigger is pulled 
which discharges a small shotgun shell in the tank, 
which in turn breaks the liquid air container and 
allows the liquid air to expand. The released air 
rushes through the turbine at terrific speed and 
turns the propellers at a high rate.

At the moment of 
launching, cotton soaked in gasoline catches fire and

When the torpedo strikes the 
enemy airplane, a firing pin is 
released to discharge a small 
blank cartridge into a can con- 
taining carbon bisul phide, 
which is placed within the 
liquid air chamber. The in- 
tense heat of this exploding 
chemical simultaneously sets 
off the remaining liquid air. 
The result is a terrific explo- 
sion having several times the 
force that would be produced 
by an equal amount of TNT.

HOUGH Mark Twain of the flesh per- 
ished 13 years ago, the Mark Twain 
of the spirit survives in the Main street 
of the town where he was born in the 
fall of 1835. Main street is most of the 
town. There is very little of Main 
street. So far as ‘“‘business district’’ 
goes, Main street in Florida, Monroe County, Mo., is 
merely a crossroads point comprising a country store, 
a rural bank building, a backwoods blacksmith shop 
and a ‘“‘Mark Twain Curio Store.” 

A glance through the front window of the curio 
store reveals no visible Mark Twain curios in stock. 
When the glance was ventured the other day there 
was a work bench fitted with a vise, and strewn 
about were a few pieces of plank, with shavings on 
bench and floor. The curio merchant was up over 
the hill toward one of the several forks of Salt 
River, attending the popular picnic promoted by the 
promoters of the Mark Twain Memorial Park. Picnic 
curiosity closed the curio store for the time being. 

Impression was gained that possibly the curio 
store is a workshop where a local cabinetmaker 
turns out original cradles wherein Mark Twain's 
mother rocked the unbugled infant, and trundle 
beds in which the small lad slept somewhat later, 
and perhaps also high chairs in which tiny Sammy 
Clemens sat when he grew big enough to eat solid 
food at the family table.

If Mark Twain had been at the picnic he would 
bave observed one feature that must have called 
him back to childhood. As he stood eating 25 per 
cent of a large gooseberry pie and what at city prices 
of today would have figured up to 30 cents’ worth 
ef country-cured ham, he probably would have ut- 
tered something like this. in his unhurrying method 
of comment: 

“That big brush arbor over there, with the loose

Besides, this young Jack Blan- 
ton, who, I understand, runs a newspaper at Paris. 
our county seat, and who is president of the Mark 
Twalm Memorial Park Association, whatever that 
may be, is the official gooseberry-pie eater of Mon- 
roe County, and I must leave the rest for him. 

“That brush arbor awakens tender emotions with- 
in me. I am an old man—-why, I have been dead 
for 13 years, so I am told—and yet when I look at 
that arbor I am carried back to the days when peo- 
ple gathered here, I think it was on this very hilltop. 
at the campmeetings. They came by wagon and 
horseback from places as far away as New London 
and Palmyra. They camped here for weeks, some 
living in covered wagons and others in small brush 
arbors. Fresh air was free in those days: fresh 
alr apd chiggers. Salvation, too, was free. The 
preachers preached two hours at a stretch. and the 
Mourners’ bench up near the pulpit platform was 
timed with pioneer Missourians getting religion. 

“They—no, Mrs. Roy, I thank you, but I do not eat 
pickles. Pickles are for women. so the women used 
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Mark Twain's mother, Jane Lampton Clemens, at 
the age of 8s. She died in 1899 and is 
burted at Hannibal, Mo.

You are the wife of young Sidney Roy of 
Hannibal, are you not? I notice him over there at 
the ham counter, business as usual.

“As 1 was about to say, when your kindness in- 
terrupted me, many of those pioneer Missourians who 
got religion here needed it. Some of them needed 
all the religion they possibly could get at that 
mourners’ bench. There was one old curmudgeon— 
but if Mrs. Clemens were here she would edit all 
the real Missouriese out of the language I was going 
to use about that fellow, so I won’t use it. Mrs. 
Clemens. as you may know, had a mighty hard time 
getting me reconstructed for shining in polite East- 
ern society, and I must not revert to type at my 
age. You see, I—I didn’t get religion at any ox our 
campmeetings. I—well, I had an idea that -there 
might not be enough religion to go around, and my 
mother had taught me not to be selfish.”’

sons. The speakers and some of the auditors were 
protected by tree foliage. ‘‘Speakers’ platform’’ was 
exactly the right description. No less than three 
former Speakers of the Missouri House of Repre- 
sentatives spoke from the Speakers’ platform. Two 
of them inhabit Monroe County. which county seems 
to produce Speakers as well as writers. Let us imag- 
ine Mark Twain seated on one of the pine planks 
listening to what the Speakers spoke about the 
writer—-Mark Twain, you understand. not the pres- 
ent writer Let us now, with malice toward none 
and charity for most, try hard to reproduce what 
the illustrious native son of Florida might have said 
in private conversation after the Speakers spoke 
The immortal wraith of Mark Twain is imagined 
sitting against a post under the arbor, smoking a 
phantom cigar from which wreaths of ghostly smoke 
float heavenward: 

“One is never too old to learn I have learned 
today that I am——or used to be—a genus. When I 
first heard the accusation I fancied that I had 
misheard. Ghosts, you ought to know if you don't. 
are rather hard of hearing. Some of us, if we be- 
come archangels, may carry trumpets, but they 
are not ear trumpets: and the archangels are not 
numerous. After the Speaker repeated his indict- 
ment of me as a genus, and then said it vet again. 
I had to accept the charge as intended, whether true 
or not When I was alive nobody ever called me a 
genus, so far as I can recall) at this late day. I was 
called many things from year to year, but never a 
genus. 

“One of the big books I used to read, a master- 
piece of its kind, was entitled ‘Webster's Unabridged 
Dictionary.’ I desire to recommend it to all writers 
—and Speakers. You will find that Mr. Webster de- 
fined the word genus to mean, in part. this: ‘An 
assemblage of species, having so many fundamental 
points of structure in common, that tn the judgment 
of compecent scientists they may receive a common 
substantive name.’ Then the big book goes on 
to say, I am happy to remember: ‘A genus is not 
necessarily the lowest definable group of species, 
for it may often be subdivided into several sub- 
genera.’ 

“You may be quite sure that the first clause of 
that part of the definition gives me vast comfort:

Particularly true 
was this with regard to Allison and Roberson. Apt 
quotation from The Cattleman, edited by Mr. Spiller, 
may be made here. It is from the issue for July, 
1922: 


“Fiction records many instances of wholesale cat- 
tle theft, but very few cases have been actually en- 
countered which would rival a deal brought to light 
by the activities of Inspectors W. D. Allison and 
H. L. Roberson of the Texas and Southwestern Cat- 
tle Raisers’ Association. On June 14 W. D. Allison 
received information indicating that a herd com- 
posed chiefly of cattle branded ‘L’ and ‘F’ were to 
start immediately from near Brownfield, *Tex., to a 
ranch 18 miles southwest of Garden City, Tex. He 
at once got in communication with H. L. Roberson 
at Midland, and a complete investigation of all the 
meager facts was started. 

“At that time it was-not known where the brand 
was located and which company was the victim: if 
‘L’ right hip and ‘F’ right side, the Littlefield Cattle 
Co. of Lamb and Hockley County, Tex., and if ‘L’ left 
shoulder and ‘F”’ left hip. G. B. Armstrong, owner ef 
the Four Lakes Ranch of Lea and Chaves counties, 
N. M. Knowing that it was their duty not only 
to recover such cattle as were stolen from members 
of the association, but also to procure such informa- 
tion as would lead to the conviction of the parties 
responsible, the inspectors scouted that part of the 
country, ferreting out every source of information 
which would prove the guilt of the men in charge of 
the cattle. 

“It was learned that one of the men had handled 
a bunch of ‘LF' cattle a few years before and 83 
had been sold or traded off, and the unbranded 
calves from these cows shipped to market. It was 
learned also that arrangements had been completed 
to borrow $10,000 on the herd being trailed from 
one bank to pay an indebtedness of one of the men 
at another bank. An inspector of the El Paso Cattle 
Loan Co., which holds a mortgage on the ‘LF’ cat- 
tle of the Four Lakes ranch, joined the two associ- 
ation inspectors behind the herd and assisted in 
sectring such - information as would indict the 
guilty ones. 

“On June 19 the herd was sighted about 25 miles 
south of Lamesa, Tex., and on June 21 an inspec- 
tion and tally of the herd was made, which showed 
the “following cattle, whose ownership was deter- 
mined by the brands: Littlefield Cattle Co.,. 485 
head: Ross Rentfro, 8; C. O. Edwards, 7; S. H. 
Windham, 6: I. M. Smith, 4; H. F. Stephenson, 2: 
G. W. Neill, 2; Freeman & Cobb, 1, and R. W. Scales. 
1. The seven head belonging to C..O. Edwards had 
burnt brands. 

“As a result, complaints charging theft of cattle 
have been filed against Milt P. Goode, Pete Kyle and 
Allen Holder in Hockley, Lynn and Terry counties. 
* * * Too much cannot be said of the good 
work done by Inspectors Allison and Roberson in 
this matter. Even at present market values many 
thousands of dollars were saved to the collective 
owners.” 

This good work was the beginning of the end for 
Allison and Roberson. They followed it up with 
further investigations, and one of the men against 
whom suspicion was directed was Tom Ross, 50- 
year-old ranchman in Gaines County, who lives with- 


in a mile and a half of the New Mexico line. His 
ranch of nearly 5000 acres extends into New Mexico. 
Ross has been ranching there since 1901. He had 
been a cow puncher from boyhood until about the 
year 1895, when he disappeared from the northern 
part of Texas and was missing for several vears. 
When he left Texas his name was Hill Loftus, which 
was his real name. When he reappeared, after 
wanderings through Montana, Canada and Alaska, 
_he bought ranch property under the name of Tom 
Ross, now his legal name. 

Tom Ross prospered. He married a girl he had 
known in early youth. Fifteen years ago their only 
child, Bessie, was born. Gaines County is about 40 
miles long and nearly as deep. There is only one 
town in the county, Seminole, the county seat. Semi- 
nole has perhaps 300 people, the rest of the county 
possibly 200. 

The Tom Ross ranch is 25 miles west of Seminole. 
The family gets mail at Knowles, N. M., about a 
dozen miles farther west. Bessie grew up to flap- 
perhood with no near neighbors, but she had certain 
diversions. For one thing, it thrilled Bessie to watch 
her father at target practice. He had a knack of tak- 
ing his automatic pistol, which he says he prefers to 
a.sixshooter because it is quicker and doesn’t jam, 
and bringing down a pheasant or a prairie chicken 
on the wing, and Bessie doesn’t recall that she ever 
knew her father to miss his bird. It was feats such 
as this that gave Tom Ross the reputation of being 
the best shot in West Texas. 

Ross had friends, plenty of them, and more ene- 
mies than he really needed. He came originally 
from Mississippi, where the ancient feud spirit sur- 
vives. The feudist loves his friends and hates his 
ememies; and he can neither love nor hate too vio- 
lently to make him regret any excess in either direc- 
tion. From all the evidenee adduced in the trial of 
the case of Texas vs. Tom Ross, it is quite evident 
that this defendant had superior capacity for loving 
and for hating. Highly hospitable to those he liked, 
it was a dangerous business for anybody against 
whom Ross had a grudge or a grouch to happen 
along in his vicinity. His enemies, or those who 
suspected him of being more or less of a cow stealer, 
wisely gave the Ross ranch the go-by. Exception is 
noted in the instance of Inspector Roberson, whose 
duty it was to look for evidence against men sus- 
pected of stealing cattle. 

toberson went to the Ross ranch some months 
azo and found a few head of cattle which he believed 
to have been stolen. He and Allison followed up the 
first clews, resulting in preparation of evidence 
against Ross which they were to present to the 
grand jury at Seminole on last April 2. The night 
before, Easter Sunday, they were shot dead in the 
Gaines Hotel at Seminole by Tom Ross and Milt 
Goode, and the State of Texas alleged conspiracy 
between them to murder the two inspectors, a theory 
in which the Cattle Raisers’ Association concurred. 


Ross and Goode presented self-defense as their 
plea. They sought to prove that the two inspec- 
‘tors had threatened to kill them, and that they shot 
in deadly fear of losing their own lives. Their five 
lawyers, headed by State Senator W. H. Bledsoe, 
Summoned 130 witnesses in efforts to prove that 
Allison and Roberson had threatened Ross and 
Goode, and that the slain inspectors had reputations 
as dangerous characters. The State, om the other

“And yet. people still insist upon calling me a 
humorist, a funny man. with no serious side! 
Well, I'm off now to our little old grave- 
yard. There are some old gravestones to be searched 
out and seen. Two are for little children and one for 
an old man. another for his wife, who died long be- 
fore him.” : 

The wraith of Mark Twain is to be imagined now. 
gliding into the little graveyard at Fiorida. The 
Eravestones’ ‘Two are for little children.” Yes. 
but only one of these remains. Here it is. and the 
chiseled inscription is dimmed by the passing of 84 
years. However, we still can read the name and age: 
“Margaret L. Clemens, aged 10.” There is a date. 
too—-1859. the year Margaret died. She was a sister 
of Samuel, his senior by six years. She died shortly 
before the family pulled up stakes and removed to 
Hannibal She had helped take care of her little 
brother until she grew sick and died. So they left 
her and the other dead Clemens child, whose grave- 
stone and immediate place of buria! are gone and for- 
gotten long years ago—ieft th®m steeping silently 
in the graveyard that was new then and now is very 
old. 

And right over here is a vaultliike marble tomb. 
and beside it the grave and leaning headstone of an 
old man. On this stone we find the square and com- 
passes, signifying that the sleeper was a Master 
Mason. The name is that of Judge John Quarles. 
The vaultlike structure of ageing marble was placed 
there by him in loving memory of his wife. who was 
a sister of Mark Twain's mother. Other gravestones 
are those in memory of forgotten neighbors of the 
Clemenses. Good old English and Scotch surnames, 
such as Vance, Phillips, Vaughn, Poage, Meredith, 
Chowning, Utterback, Scobee—some of them, Sco- 
bee, for instance, still borne by Florida residents; 
though mostly they have perished from the com- 
munity, existing only on the headstones that make 
brave strue je to keep themselves visible above the 
grass and weeds. 

This smal! gravevard, tenanted by the dust of hard- 
ly 200 inhabitants of Florida’s past, arouses in the 
reflective mind a train of thought leading to the 
conclusion that poor little old Florida has turned out 
to be an excellent place from which to go somewhere 
else to grow up with the country. There are fewer 
people living in the town now than there are dead 
folk in the cemetery. That God's acre being nearly 


a hundred years old, it follows that most of the Flori- 


da-born population has gone to other parts to live 


and die and be buried.

a “‘metropolis’’ would grow up. Navigation never 
came, but railroads did—that is, they came along 
and passed up rilorida by a matter of 10 miles. After 
that, Florida faded. 

But there is one native son whose loyalty is of an 
intensity beyond question. M. A: Violette, otherwise 
“Dad,”’ born there, left town early in life and was 
absent 40 years, engaging in business and prospering. 
Some years ago he returned to his native hamlet and 
settied down. He bought the small two-room frame 
house in which, according to local tradition, Mark 
Twain was born. The building was about to be 
torn down. Mr. Violette removed it to a site across 
the street. He furnished it with articles of house- 
hold use commornto pioneer rura! families of three- 
quarters of a century ago. In the little bedroom 
where the illustrious Missourian is said to have been 
born, “Dad” Violette placed an old-time wooden bed- 
stead. He supplied a bedtick and old-fashioned 
quilts. Nobody sleeps there, but the bed is kept 
ready. 

Mayvbe——-why not?--if Mark Twain’s ghost really 
attended that picnic, there was an occupant of the 
old bed in the birthroom that night whilst the young 
people, still furnished with dancing legs, danced 
away the hours on the temporary floor laid under 
the white oak trees near the brush arbor and the 
Speakers’ platform. Anvhow., it is a pleasant fancy 
for one to have, and properly assimilated it should 
help to hallow the old house which Mr. Violette is 
going to donate to the Mark Twain Memorial Park 
Association and which is to be removed to a com- 
manding site in the park and preserved to the ages. 

It is the plan of the association to purchase from 
100 to 200 acres of wooded and hilly land lying 
along Salt River, both sides. with bottom lands as 
well. Already there is a clubhouse. built by “Dad” 
Violette to accommodate the Campfire Girls from 
several towns and cities who are his guests each 
summer. Incidentally, if Mark Twain had attended 
his memorial! park picnic, he would have seen bevies 
of beauties in knickerbockers circulating through 
the crowd. 


The Memorial Park Association was organized 
April 29. at Moberly, by the editors of newspapers 
in Northeast Missouri. Officers are H. J. Blanton, 
Paris, president; Edward Everett Swain. Kirksville, 
vice president; W. C. Van Cleve, Moberly, vice presi- 
dent; F. B. Lamson, Moberly. secretary: Miss Frances 
Nise. Moberly. assistant secretary; Col. Omar Dimple 
Gray. Sturgeon, treasurer; Edgar White, Macon. pub- 
licity director. The hope of the association is that the 
memorial park will become one of America's most 
important literary shrines: and the plan includes road 
improvement so that automobiles can come and go 
smoothiy. Present roads are fairly good. but nothing 
im the highway line is going to be too good for the 
memorial parkers, who demand the best. 

The week beginning Sept. 16 is to be “Mark Twain 
Park Week.’ Funds for the project are to be raised 
that week. President Harding has written Mr. Blan- 
ton a letter of warm approva! of the idea of a me- 
morial park. Gov. Hyde and the Governors of sev- 
eral other states have expressed hearty approval. 
Literary men of America and England just now are 
beginning to learn of the proposed park. Letters 
from them are coming in. congratulating the associa- 
tion upon its worthy enterprise. 

And. finally, if Mark Twain himself could through 
spiritual radio broadcast a message, he might say ® 
in language similar to this: 

“Station X Y Z, Samuel Langhorne Clemens an- 
nouncing. If anybody still residing on the insignifi- 
cant planet known as Earth retains any recollection 
of one Mark Twain, who wrote books and made 
speeches and tried to make a somewhat miserable 
world happier, and who sought ever to show up the 
shams and pretenses of certain people, and who never 
wearied in his lifelong program of hitting injustice 
squarely between the eyes—if anybody still loves the 
aforesaid Mark Twain, let him or her lend such aid 
as may be to the Mark Twain Memorial Park project 
at Florida, Monroe County, Mo., U. S. A., planet 
Earth. Mark Twain, I am informed reliably, left 
Florida for Florida’s own good. If he had stayed in 
Florida, very likely nobody ever would have fleard 
of Florida or of him. Having gone away as he did, 
and never come back, thus giving Florida a chance 
for her life, does not he deserve a memorial park? 
I thank you. Good night!”
